The Germans are hurriedly organising 
a second line of defence in a desperate 
attempt to stem the advance of General 
Koniev’s central front army, says the 
“Soviet War News,” quoting corre- 
spondents of the Jed Star, organ of 
the Soviet Army But this line has 
already been pierced by the Soviet 
troops, it is claimed. Again a number 
of inhabited points which the Germans 
had carefully prepared for its defence 
are said to have been recaptured. The 
Germans used every house for resist- 
anee. The Soviet units met ail kinds of 
obstacles—mined fields, obstructions in 
the forests and on the roads. The 
Germans are retreating in scattered 
groups, leaving weapons, ammunition, 
wounded soldiers and officers on the 
battlefield, “ Soviet War News “ adds.

COUNTER-ATTACKS 


Russian counter-attacks along the 
Dnieper are admitted in a Hungarian 
communiqué quoted by the Budapest 
radio.

Government and Corporation have 
agreed upon the necessity to provide com- 
munal feeding for Dublin during the 
coming winter. The Government has in- 
structed the Corporation to carry on with 
the work of organising, and has guaran- 
teed ‘‘all authorised capital expendi- 
ture.” This assurance, apparently, does 
not satisfy the Corporation, which is 
alarmed lest the entire cost, or even a 
heavy part of the cost, should be pushed 
upon the rates; and already Councillor 
Sean Milroy has hinted at a possible ex- 
penditure of £100,000—which, if trans- 
ferred to the rates, would make a very 
substantial addition, indeed. In the mean- 
while, it is whispered that the City Hall 
is besieged by applicants for remunera- 
tive jobs in the new ‘‘organisation.”” We 
may be pardoned, in the circumstances, 
if we venture to suggest that the excite- 
ment is unnecessary. What is this 
mysterious “ organisation ” that seems to 
act like a magnet to so. many job- 
hunters? What reason is there to assume 
all this monstrous expenditure, the 
thought of which has created so much dis- 
quietude? We would remind the Govern- 
ment, the Corporation, the job-hunters, 
and our readers in general that communal 
feeding is no new thing in Dublin. It 
has been carried on for years past by 
charitable bodies. It is being carried on 
by several organisations that have come 
into being since the present state of 
economic ‘‘emergency’’ began. What 
those bodies can do can be done by other 
bodies. Nothing is needed except to en- 
courage the existing bodies to expand 
their efforts—in other words, to prepare 
themselves for the feeding of larger 
numbers of people—and to encourage the 
establishment of other organisations of 
a similar kind. There is no need for an 
elaborate new department of the Corpora- 
tion, and there certainly is no need of 
heavy expenditure. 

We suggest the following course of 
action to the Corporation. Appoint a 
small staff, consisting of a few skilled and 
intelligent people, for the work of 
organising, and then forget about 
them: let them work — unhindered. 
Their task will be to foster’ the 
establishment of community kitchens, 
on the model of the now celebrated 
Rathmines-Rathgar parish kitchen, in 
various districts throughout Dublin. The 
Corporation’s duty—and the limit of its 
financial liability—will be the provision 
of premises, free of rent and rates. The 
Government's liability will be even 
smaller; its function will be to furnish 
essential equipment, such as cooking 
stoves, where such equipment is lacking, 


and to guarantee—we do not say to pro” 


vide—a constant and adequate supply of 
fuel and transport. The rest must be left, 
as far as is possible, to voluntary labour, 
and the total cost will be negligible. In 
other words, the Government and Cor- 
poration between them will give the 
system a start, after which the kitchens 
will be left to themselves. Nobody need 
say that such a system is impracticable. 
If the Rathmines-Rathgar people can 
furnish three hundred meals daily at cost 
price, others can do it. It is all wrong 
to talk of community meals as a direct 
charge upon either the rates or the taxes. 
They will be paid for by the consumers 
themselves. The grave danger that con- 
fronts this city at present is not a sudden 
and enormous increase of unemployment 
—although that may come—but so severe 
a scarcity of fuel as will make private 
cooking impossible. Most people will con- 
tinue to have money to pay for meals; 
the question of “charity” need not arise. 
There is no reason, for that matter, 
why restaurants to suit all purses 
should not be brought into existence! 
Mr. Wylie’s League of Goodwill con- 
templates restaurants for the ‘“‘ white- 
collar’’ classes, where a dinner will cost 
approximately 9d. The immediate need 
is to cater for those who cannot pay more 
than a very few pence, because those are 
the people who will be the first to suffer 
from shortage of fuel; but, since com- 
munity cooking is far cheaper than in- 
dividual cooking, their few pence will pay 
the cost of their meal. 

Voluntary labour is essential for the 
operation of these kitchens, and we are 
satisfied that it will be forthcoming. In 
countries at war, everybody has a duty 
to perform; in this country, which is not 
at war, but is facing many of the dis- 
comforts of war, everybody ought to have 
his or her part to play in like manner. 
If the people of Dublin are to be fed this 
winter, without a serious addition to the 
national or municipal Budget, hundreds— 
perhaps, thousands—of people must be 
ready to contribute their labour to the 
communal kitchens. At this moment 
dozens of women throughout the city are 
at work, lighting stoves, peeling potatoes, 
chopping up and preparing meat, for no 
the consciousness that they 
the breath of life in some 


reward save 
are keeping 


hundreds of their hungry fellows. Such 
a contribution to the common weal is 
more valuable than money. Young 


people, members of this and that society, 
are harvesting the ground which they 
have tilled—in the same spirit and for 
the same reward. These energies can be 
multiplied a hundredfold once the 
people are aware of the need. We do not 
know what evils the winter may bring: 
they may be greater than we imagine, or 
they may be less; but we must provide 
against the worst. Every possible 
medium for the feeding of multitudes 
must be employed to the tull—the 
charitable organisations; the parish 
kitchens, existing and to come; field 
kitchens; the Goodwill restaurants; 
religious and scholastic institutions, with 
their great facilities. There will be need 
of all of them. For the present we are 
satisfied that the Government and the 
Corporation have taken so serious a view 
of their responsibility. It is to prevent 
them from taking too complex—and too 
expensive—a view of it that we have pre- 
sumed to.offer these suggestions. Rather

The 
fact that its finances were in a chaotic 
state, that its ruler was a real dictator, 
and that its outlook as a nation was 
depressing, may not worry the romanticist 
greatly ; but the information that icy gales 
and snowstorms are a feature of the 
northern mountain region, and intolerable 
heat a feature of the lower deserts, may 
help to clear away the beautiful pictures 
that he had painted of books of verses 
underneath the bough and jolly inns in 


which the philosophical Persian made 
game of that “ which makes as much of 
thee.”” There has been a certain amount 
of modernisation under the influence of 
Reza Shah Pahlavi; money for the

OW that President Roosevelt is deal- 
ing personal with the negotiations 
between the United States and Japan, 
there is a distinct possibility that a 
solution of the difficulty may be in sight. 
Both Russia and the United States have 
made it clear that they can brook no inter- 
ference with the traffic between their two 
countries, and, in view of this attitude, 
Japan may be considering all the issues 
that would be involved if she should seek 
to prevent the sending of goods from either 
country, no matter what their destination. 
A sign regarded as hopeful is that “the 
Japanese Premier, Prince Konoye, has 
sent a personal letter to the President, 
which, it is assumed, must have been 
couched in friendly terms. A settlement 
of outstanding points between both 
countries would be a real peace move. 


British Allies’ Conference 


The second conference of the Allies, 
wher representatives of all the Govern- 
ments in association with Great Britain 
were to have met, has been deferred for 
some weeks. It is understood that diacus- 
sions are taking place between the several 
countries regarding the recent Churchiil- 
Roosevelt pronouncement, further elucida- 
tion being required on some of the main 


points. 
The Railways 


The main purpose of the agreement 
between the British Government and the 
railway companies is to stabilise passenger 
fares and freight rates, so that there will 
be no further increase than that made 
since the beginning of the war. While for 
this purpose the Government is to pay 
£43,000, a vear, which is to be divided 
in stated proportions between the four 
big main lines and the London Passenger 
Transport Board, the full terms of the 
agreement may not be known until «hey 
are presented to Parliament. There are 
still some questions to be settled, the most 
important one being that of the liability 
of the company for war damage. This 1s 
to be dealt with in a new scheme, covering 
all public utility undertakings, which, it 
is understood. will be required to pay half 
vf any war damage they sustain. So far 
as the general public are concerned, satis- 
faction is expressed that the threatened 
rise in fares will be averted, end com- 
mercial concerns welcome the stabilisation 
of freight rates at thei: present level. 


Mr. W. A. Fadden 


Mr. W. A. Fadden, the new Prime 
Minister of Australia. has had a most 
varied professional career. He began werk 
as a civil servant, but gave up his post 
and became Town Clerk of Mackay. In 
this latter post he studied accountancy. 
Subsequently he started his own business, 
which has so prospered that it now has 
branches. He is a forceful speaker. Being 
forty-five, he is not young as politicians 
go in Australia, but is a very hard worker. 
When he took over the leadership of his 
country during the absence of Mr. Menzies,

it was generally conceded by all parties 
that he had done HE well, and 
that he was a strong man. His experiences 
at that time should stand him in good 
stead now. 


Milk Supplies 


Lord Woolton’s latest pronouncement on 
milk supplies has greatly relieved public 
feeling, particularly as it gives a virtual 
assurance that there will be no great 
shortage. Tinned and powdered milk can 
not be obtained by the average householder 
at present, and it is, therefore, reassuring 
to learn that both will be available in 
abundance. The main thing about the 
statement is that there will be no inter. 
ference with the supplies of their liquid 
miik for infants and young people. Tho 
indication that the milkman will be free 
to sell any unneeded milk is welcomed by 
the housewife. Milk has become so general 
an article of diet that severe curtailment 
of supplies would affect almost every house- 
hold. Unlike the case of eggs, it seems 
that the present system of distribution is 
to remain unaffected. 


Silk Stockings 


The news that the Board of Trade has 
given permission for the release by the 
British Silk Stockings Corporation of one 
million pairs of silk stockings for the 
home trade has been welcomed by women, 
but the enthusiasm is rather damped br 
the intimation that coupons must be sur- 
rendered for the stockings in the ordinary 
way. Many women already have broken 
into their clothing coupons recently issued, 
of whick only twenty may be used before 
Januarr 1, 1942. When the coupon system 
was introduced for clothing, men’s socks 
were rated at three coupons, but since 
then socks. other than those of wool, have 
been rated at one coupon, whereas women’s 
stockings stil! are rated at two coupons a 
pair; on that basis many women will have 
few coupons to spare for other clothing 
after the stockings have been bought. The 
first batch of the million pairs were on 
sale in London to-day, and it cannot be 
said that they were regarded as entirely 
satisfactory by women who inspected them. 
the range of qualities and colours, as well 
as sizes, being matters for criticism. 


The Stone of Destiny 


Like many other national treasures in 
London, the famous Stone of Destinr, 
which forms the seat of the Coronation 
Chair in Westminster Abbey, has been 
removed to a place of safety. The news 
has given rise to some agitation in Scot- 
land, a desire has been expressed to know 
where the stone has been placed, and in 
some quarters a demand has been made 
that it should be returned to the place it 
came from. Needless to say, the request 
will not be granted, since the stone has 
been the property of the Abbev for 
centuries. As a matter of fact Scotland’s 
claim has been challenged by some of: the 
Irish antiquaries, who have asserted that 
the stone was at Tara for hundreds of 
years after its supposed removal to Scone, 
and also that it still is buried in the 
ancient Irish stronghold. 


Game Protection 


I sincerely trust that ‘the Minister for 
Justice and the appropriate officials in his 
department will give the closest considera- 
tion to a scheme for the betterment of 
game preservation in the country, which 
has been formulated by Superintendent 
P. P. Rochford, of Kanturk, who is 
president of the North Cork Game Pro- 
tection Association. 

I know of no man in the country who 
is more enthusiastic in increasing the 
game wealth of our moors: his drive and 
popularity have done wonders in the 
North Cork area. The mountains down 
there were full of vermin four years ago. 
and for years previously had been poached 
almost inside out, as the local saying 
goes, but now, because the local farmers 
entrusted their game rights to the Game 
Association (and, obviously, they could 
not bo in better hands) the preserves, it 
is claimed, have no equal anywhere. 

Superintendent Rochford and his 
colleagues started out on the right, but 
not so obvious, line by impressing time 
and again on the farmers that the wealth 
around them meant much to the country 
generally and must be protected—and. 
more important, that the farmers were the 
men to do it. Every farmer is, in fact. 
a gamekeeper, being aided by professional 
gamekeepers, with the additional advan- 
tage that each farmer is paid a small rent 
while his land is being cleared of vermin. 
How's that for a bargain? 


Destruction 


Do you know that vermin in this 
country destroy well over fifty per cent. 
of caine birds in one season, or that one 
carrion crow is capable of destroying up 
to 200 head of young birds in one vear? 
Certainly 1t surprised me to learn that a 
hawk or magpie can do the same amount 
of damage. Superintendent Rochford has 
called up the commercial instinct of the 
North Cork men by showing them how the 
destruction of vermin can save useful and 
valuable food in game birds each vear. 
but I hope that they will not cease from 
their normal agricultural _ pursuits 
altogether, having heard from him that if 
lands are properly preserved the grous« 
on the mountain may come to be regarded 
as being of equal, if not greater, value 
than the hay or oats on the farm. 

The present-day shortage of cartridges. 
while it may result in an increase of game. 
will also enable more vermin to grow up 
everywhere. which is all the more reason 
why Superintendent Rochford’s plau, built 
on his own wide experience, should be given 
a fair trial. I de not claim to know the 
outline of his scheme, except that important 
amendments of the Game Laws are in- 
volved, but here’s wishing luck to anyone 
with initiative and the necessary “per- 
severance. ;

‘Tf, as we now see, there is such diffi- 
culty over pronouncing this word, I can’t 
understand why all this fuss is made when. 
my client adopts the simple solution of 
calling it ‘ butter.’ ”’ 


‘Racing in Paris

city that it is still gay, and that there 
has been an orgy of racing this season.

Garden Growth 


A group of my friends, all keen amateur 
gardeners with many vears’ experience, 
were discussing last night what they all 
agreed had “been a season of exceptional! 
growth. Flowers, vegetables, shrubs and 
trees had all flourished surprisingly—as 
far, at least. as the portion above ground 
is considered. 

One spoke of the profusion of blossom 
on his Jaburnums; another referred to a 
clematis which had reached the top of his 
garden wall, and a third mentioned his 
parsnip tops, which have grown to between 
four and five feet high, and threaten to 
smother onions, leeks and beet planted 
nearby. 

The thing that interested. me particu- 
larly was that all these gardeners, who 
tilled different types of ground, from new 
allotments to long-tilled kitchen gardens, 
had experienced exceptional growth of 
their potato shaws. My own have grown 
waist-high, and I have been putting off 
digging them lest the tubers have suffered. 

One of the group reassured me. His 
own potatoes had grown as high as 
4ft. 6in.. but the crop was well up to his 
expectations.

motive burning it would require the 
services of a second fireman. 

- An official of the company said that 
experiments with turf had been made, 
and they had been negotiating with 
the Controller for permits to purchase 
a supply. Another official directly 
concerned with the experiments, how- 
ever, was far from optimistic as to 
their ultimate value. 

“ A train with a normal load,” he 
explained, “ burns 42 pounds of coal 
per mile. Running on turf for the 
same distance we found in our: recent 
experimental tests one hundredweight 
of this fuel was required, with, in 
addition, 17 pounds of coal. We laid 
a limestone bed over the bars, and used 
coal to raise the fire, but found that, 
after covering twenty or thirty miles, 
it had to be livened up again with 
coal. Of course,” he added, “ this 
experiment was made with good coal. 
I do not think it would work at all 
with the anthracitic coal of poor 
quality. which we are forced to use at 
present.” 


ARIGNA COAL 


As regards the possibility of timber 
as a fuel alternative, this official ex- 
plained that they had used short logs 
on the Dublin suburban lines to ‘‘ help 
out’ the bad-coal. It had mot been a 
success, and at any rate timber was 
almost as difficult to get in this country 
as coal, 

Arigna coal was, he said, infinitely 
better than the present ‘ duff,” whic 
was giving them so much trouble, 
although there was no comparison 
between it and good Welsh steam coal. 


‘The G.S.R. had been using for a long 


time past 45 tons of Arigna coal per 
week on the Sligo-Leitrim section of 
the line and the company hoped to get 
this allocation continued from the 
Government, although most of the 600 
tons mined weekly at the Irish mines 
was given to the E.S.B. and the sugar 
beet. factories. 

Asked if Arigna coal would not be 
a solution of the company’s present 
fuel problems, he answered with con- 
siderable amusement that it would if 
the supply was in any way equal to 
their enormous demand. ‘* Over our 
entire railway system last week,” he 
said, ‘‘ we burned 5,200 tons of coal.”’

HEAVY RAID ON 
DUISBURG 


FIERCE ANTI-AIRCRAFT 
FIRE 


“Aircraft of the Bomber Command 
on Thursday night made a heavy and 
successful attack on industrial objec- 
tives at Duisburg, says an Air Ministry 
communiqué ‘Very large fires and 
explosions were observed. 

‘‘The docks at Ostend were attacked 
by a smaller force, and a number of 
other targets in Western Germany and 
in occupied territory were also bombed. 

“Nine of our aircraft are missing.” 

Déscribing the attack on Duisburg, 
the Air Ministry News Service stated: 

““ Many of our crews said that they 
had never before seen such anti-aircraft 
fire. Some of the bombers were caught 
in vast shafts of light. Caught in such 
a concentration of searchlights, a 
Stirling was shelled for fifteen minutes 
and then attacked by fighters until it 
dived down out of control. But at 
500 feet and at the last moment the 
pilot got control again. He flew home 
all the way at that height, and landed 
his damaged aircraft in England. The 
main force got through every barrier. 


SHEETS OF FLAME 


“The industrial part of Duisburg, 
an important railway vard, the railway 
station, and the inland docks of Duis- 
burg-Ruhrort were all vigorously at- 
tacked, and with obvious and imme- 
diate effect. Bombs were seen hitting 
industrial buildings. Explosions, with 
a sheet of flame 500 feet high, lit up 
wide areas. Flaming débris was tossed 
into the air by an explosion among 
factories. On the way home, it was 
long before our crew had their last 
sight, of the great fires of Duisburg. 
As one Whitley was re-crossing the 
Dutch coast, the rear gunner saw an 
explosion in the direction of Duisburg 
100 miles away. The whole sky was 
lighted by a red glow.’’ 


BLENHEIMS OVER 
ROTTERDAM 
HITS ON SHIPS AND 
DOCKS 


“With a fighter escort, but against 
a deadly barrage from the port and 
from small warships in the mouth of 
the river, the Blenheims which made 
Thursday’s daylight attack on Rotter- 
dam flew over the docks at between 
50 and 20 feet,’’ states the Air Ministry 
News Service. 

‘They were met by a hail of light 
anti-aircraft shells and machine-gun 
bullets—there was even rifle fire from 
the ground—and Messerschmitts braved 
the escort of Spitfires to pursue the 
bombers. One Messerschmitt 109F en- 
gaged a Blenheim from dead astern, 
and closed to 150 vards; but the 
Messerschmitt was in turn pursued by 
two Spitfires and had to make a hasty 
escape.

“The Blenheims attacked in line 
abreast. The pilot of the leading Blen- 
heim describes how he glanced along 


the line, and saw the attack begin at 
full strength. Two of the Blenheims 
made for a large ship in the south- 
west end of the Maashaven. The first 
one got a hit on the stern of the ship, 
and when the second one had bombed, 
its crew saw the ship entirely obscured 
by the bursts of the bombs. 

“ Another Blenheim hit a large ship 
amidships. A fire broke out, and the 
smoke which poured up was reddened 
by flames. 

“Many other ships were attacked, 
both in the docks and in the slipways 
where they were building. 

‘Tall columns of smoke rose from 
the shipyards. Bombs burst among 
cranes. wharf machinery and sheds on 
the quayside 


WAREHOUSE BURNING 


A warehouse burst into flames and 
the fire quickly spread. Some of the 
Blenheuns were hit even before they 
reached the docks, but they dogged 
their way through the anti-aircraft 
fire.and sent their bombs down. 

“Aircraft which have not returned 
were seen tu make successful attacks, 
thongs; because of the nature ef the 
assault, with bombers flying low and 
dropping bombs fused to explode some 
seconds after impact, more danfge was 
certainly done than could be seen. 

“One Blenheim was hit by anti- 
aircraft fire in one of its engines and 
fell behind its formation. The pilot 
of another Blenheim saw this and kept 
company with the damaged bomber 
Two Spitfires then joined up to make 
all safe. 

“This was the first attack of one 
pilot, 21 years old, and his crew. Half 
of his Blenheim undercarriage was shot 
away and both air-gunner and observer 
were wounded. ‘he observer was 
wounded in the thigh, but he navigated 
the Blenheim back to England.”’ 


BOMBS ON EASTERN 
ENGLAND

relation to its probable influence 
on the war as a whole. It is along 
this line that we must consider the 
latest Persian or Iranian phase just 
begun. It is an appendix to the cam- 
paign in Russia—just as the Irak and 
yrian occupations were appendices to 
that in Greece. In the one case as 
in the other, it was a matter of an- 
ticipating a possible Axis enterprise. 
The operation is, thus, of a defensive 
kind. Although offensive in form, it 
is not, strictly speaking, an instance 
of taking the initiative. It conforms, 
indeed, to Axis progress in Russia, in- 
stead of fastening a true offensive on 
the Axis Powers themselves. 


PERSIA MATTERS 


In the light of this the strengths 
given from Ankara for the Allied 
effectives in Iran are significant: €-7 
Russian Divisions, 4-5 British and 
Indian Divisions, plus R.A.F. 1t may 
be that the British units—except the 
R.A.F.—could not just now be use- 
fully employed elsewhere. They are 
certainly nearer to the centre of things 
than if they were in India. The Rus- 
sians, however, are not in the same 
case. Six Divisions would be perfectly 
useful at any one of a number of 
points of the main front. We may be 
sure that any of the old-time Russian 
Caucasian generals—Yermoloff, Pas- 
kievitch, Muravieff, Loris Melixoff— 
would preferably have faced the other 
way. The fact that their successors 
cannot afford to do so now is a very 
clear proof that Persia matters very 
seriously. 


RAIL AND OIL 


The position of Iranian territory that 
really matters--as possessing a serious, 
present, military importance—is_ the 
North-Western third. This region is 


about, the same size as Trak, and is 
triangular in shape, with the apex 
towards the Caucasus. It is thus 


accessible to Russo-British penetration 
from several angles; and its occupation 
wonld not, in the ordinary way, be a 
matter of great difficulty. ‘There are 
two features in this terrifory of para- 
mount importance—the Trans-Persian 
railway and the oilfields. The former 
vitally important line runs from Bandar 
Shah, on the S.E. angle of the Caspian 
Sea to Bandar Shapur, at the head of 
the Persian Gulf—some 870 miles. The 
oilfields lie mostly to the eastward of 
the last-named sector of thé line. From 
the German standpoint, these Persian 
oilfields would be less useful than those 
of Russia or Irak. The reason is that 
the oil from them cannot he exported 
at all, otherwise than via the Persian 
Gulf. Consequently, to be of any use 
in a German land campaign they must 
be used on the spot. Possession of 
them would, of course, automatically 
deprive the British and their Allies of 
the use of the output—in itself by no 
means a negligible gain, of a negative 
kind, 


MOST IMPORTANT 


The railway is, at the moment, a 
definitely more important affair. It 
is—ali things considered—the shortest 
and safest of all communications into 
tussia from the outside world. The 
railway haul is infinitesimal compared 
with the Siberian route—the Persian 
Gulf does not freeze—to put it mildly, 
and the shipping dangers are very 
much restricted, compared with any 
Arctic Ocean route. Moreover, from 
the Caspian Sea, at the receiving end, 
there are very good _ distribution 
facilities to all parts of Russia. 

The Russians are moving into the 
north-western Azerbaijan province on 
a broad front. The detached right- 
wing column—moving kv Dilman and 
Urmia, westward of Lake Urmia—is 
close to the tip of Iraq, which it can 
reach down the vaHev of the Zab. 
The main force has occupied Tabriz, 
which will serve as a railhead if 
needed. 


A USEFUL CENTRE 


This was the route taken by General 
Baratoff's force in the other world 
war, and to-day it adimits of a further 
advance either eastward or towards 
the south. The Ardabil force can serve

Bandar Shah. This is the’ northern 
terminus of the railway, the other end 
of which is now controlled by the 
British at the head of the Persian Gulf. 
In these particular operations the 
British. have scored a useful maritime 
advantage by capturing seven Axis 
merchantmen and some small Iranian 
war-vessels. Though small, these are 
all good, modern craft of Italian con- 
struction. On the Caspian, Iran has 
only one ship—a Dutch-built, Diesel- 
engined vessel of some 530 tons and 
15 knots. Conceivably the crews of 
the de facto interned Axis ships 
formed an important proportion of the 
elements to whose presence in Iran 
Britain and Russia had taken excép- 
tion, 


FORESTALLING 


It is :mpossible to say what degree 
of opposition will be offered to the 
Anglo-Russian advance into Iran. So 
far the indications are that the 
essential regions will be secured before 
the Axis Powers can consolidate their 
position in Russia. In this connection 
it is really the Southern Russian front 
that is of principal moment. In short, 
the forestalling aspect of the Allied 
move is likely to be successful. This, 
however, is only a time-saving device. 
It lacks a positive character. It is 
necessary to cast about for some indi- 
cation of an offensive, imminent or 
projected. One such is certainly the 
increased production of tanks: the 
week ending August 23rd constituted 
a record in this respect, and August 
will be a record month, What is 
being done with all these tanks? 
Again, the establishment of the East 
African Command is said to be “in 
order to enable the C.-in-C., Middle 
East, to devote his whole attention to 
more active theatres of operations.’ 
A better way of putting it would be— 
“making that igA gs. Go theatre oí 
operations more active.” 


STILL DEFENSIVE 


As against these potential initiative- 
tinged indications, it is said that 
recently great new R.A.F. renforce- 
ments have been sent to Singapore and 
that quarter. This is purely precau- 
tionary—and, as far as the hurler on 
the ditch can see, it is not at ail 
imminently necessary. Aircraft and 
tanks are essentially offensive arms and 
should be so used whenever and wher- 
ever such a course is possible. Purely 
defensive measures will not succeed in 

etting much advantage from the 
tussian front fighting, still going 
strong on all sectors. 

On the Ukraine sector the Dnieper 
is now the dividing line between the 
combatants—except in the neighbour- 
hood of Kiev, where the Russians 
appear to be still firmly established on 
the western bank. This situation is 
disadvantageous for the Russians—by 
reason of the pronounced elbow made 
by the river in the Dmiepropetrovsk- 
Zaporozhe region. In effect, the 
Germans are here able to operate on 
the chord, with the Russians on the 
corresponding arc. The latter have 
two very important interests to cover— 
Kharkov and the Donetz industrial 
region in the northern sub-sector; the 
Crimea and Sea of Azov in the 
southern. Neither can be let go lightly, 
and it will be very much a matter of 
what proportion of his armies Marshal 
Budienny has succeeded in withdraw- 
ing—as also, gf course, of German 
wastage in the frecent battles. 


BULGARIA 


Reports of German troop-concentra- 
tions in Bulgaria and at Salonika—e.g, 
arachutists, etc.—might quite as 
ikely be with a view to the Crimea 
as to uny action in Turkey. Bulgaria 
is quite near enough to the Crimea, 
even for air-borne attack, and the 
German ground installations are there 
very completely organised. Probably 
the Germans may consider that they 
could develop a local air superiority 
over the western half of the Black 
Sea sufficient to enable  sea-borne 
elements to contribute their quota in 
this case—a policy which, it will be 
remembered, proved abortive in the 
case of Crete. At all events, the situa- 
tion must clarify soon, because even 


here time presses. 
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THE PLAYER’S 
PROFESSION 


MR. L. ROBINSON’S 
ADVICE 


Some further arguments to dis- 
courage young people, whose one aim 
in life was to go on the stage, were 
advanced by Mr. Lennox Robinson, 
when he continued his lectures on 
“ Making a Play,” in the Peacock 
Theatre, Dublin, last evening. 

One great drawback, he said, about 
the player's profession was that it 
meant. a very hampered social life. 
Hours, especially for meals, were 
irregular, and they had no sooner 
started on the acting of one play than 
they had to begin rehearsing another. 
One of the great crucifixions of going 
on tour with the Abbey Company in 
America, said Mr. Robinson, was the 
amount of social engagements which 
the management will almost insist on 
the players accepting. It is part 
advertising of the company, and part 
in return for the wonderful hospitality 
Offered them. On the whole, however, 
it is a great affliction. 

Friends, relations and managers 
should be very chary about giving 
age to aspiring players. Too often 
le got letters asking him to take on 
young people who had no qualities 
whatever for the stage. It would be 
much kinder for friends and relations 
to tell these young people to try some- 
thing else. To the young actor who 
was chosen for a part his advice was 
to attend every rehearsal and study 
not only his own particular part, but 
everything in the play. At rehearsals 
they should begin acting from the 
start. It was wonderful how the older 
experienced players were ready to help 
the newcomer. 

Much of the rehearsal could be done 
in one’s own bedroom or home. Voice 
production, especially of vowels, 
should be constantly practised: in that 
way the range of the voice would be 
extended. When he came to the Abbey 
first he often heard Sara. Allgood and 
J. M Kerrigan going through voice 
production exercises on the stage alone 
for a quarter of an hour before rehearsal 
—even though at the time they were 
very experienced players. 


RUGBY HEADMASTER 


ON YOUTH MQVEMENT 


The headmaster of Rugby, Mr. 
Hugh Lyon, M.A., will be a special 
speaker at a conference of Youth 
organisations at Queen's University, 
Belfast, which opened yesterday.

NEED FOR THE 
UTMOST 


The Times, in a leading article to- 
day says:—When it meets in Edin- 
burgh on Monday, the Trades Union 
Congress will discuss many things 
about the war. The delegates will in- 
clude men straight from the factory 
arid the mine, as well as officials ex- 
perienced in organisation and in the 
maintenance of their members’ interests 
in wage negotiations and in the day- 
by-day routine of factory life. They 
will have before them a record of 
twelve months of complete collabora- 


tion between the trade union move- 
ment and the Government of all 
parties. Inu a variety of ways the 


unions are caught up in the war effort. 
Their General Council is brought into 
consultation by the great Departments 
of State; its members have places on 
advisory bodies, which give opinions 
before policies are settled, and they 
serve on the new Advisory Council of 
the Production Executive. They have 
these important and, indeed, vital 
functions in the counsels of govern- 
ment. 

Employers’ organisations stand on a 
similar footing, but there is a whole 
range of affairs, of which food ration- 
ing is one, in ‘which the unions, be- 
cause they can claim to be representa- 
tive of so many individual citizens, are 
consulted where employers are not. 
The unions have won positions of great 
privilege—and great responsibility. 
They are consulted as even members of 
Parliament are not before the taking of 
administrative decision, from which the 
authority is, of course, derived from 
Parliament, as accountability is to 
Parliament. “The practical value to the 
Government -of understanding the atti- 
tude of mind of the. Jeaders of some 
5,000,000 working people to projected 
measures of industrial and social war 
policy is inanifest. Unity of purpose in 
the waging of the war against Nazisin 
must not be crossed by disunity of 
opinion on operative measures for 
applying all the energy and resources 
of the nation to the prosecution of the 
war. It is of equal importance that, 
for the sake of unity, the unions should 
be identified with the local application 
of national policies, and share, for 
example, in the work of the area pro- 
duction boards. In the prevention of 
disputes and in the organisation of 
labour supply the good-will ~>f@the 
unions is essential, and can only he 
assured through confidence in official 
methods. 

No one will win the war for us; we 
must win it ourselves. Russia’s resist- 
ance, and the stubborn heroism of her 
forces against the entire shock of the 
German war machine, are of in- 
calculable value. The maintenance of 
Russian resistance during the winter 
and into next year will le a still more 
magnificent achievement. But, in any 
event, the war must again turn West, 
and nothing but the strength of our 
own forces in the air and on sea and 
on land, and the products of our own 
factories, augmented by America’s un- 
stintéd supplies, will bring us through. 
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STATE CONTROL OF 
NATIONAL FUEL PLAN 
URGED 


San control of bogs and the 


administration of the turf in- 

dustry by a remodelled Turf 
Board were recommended in a series 
of resolutions on fuel adopted at 5 
meeting in the Molesworth Hall, 
Dublin, last night. 

The meeting, which was not largely 
attended, was addressed by prominent 
trade unionists, including Miss’ Louie 
Bennett, Secretary of the Irish Women 
Workers’ Union; Mr. 8. O'Farrell, 
National Organiser of the La 
Party; Mr. James Larkin, jun,, 

Mr. BR. N. Tweedie, C.E., who has 
given. the production of turf consider- 
able study. 

In order that the greatest possible 
amount of turf not needed for winter 
use in the non coal districts should ve 
brought to Dublin without delay, the 
meeting recommended that all forms of 
mechanically propelled transport should 
be taken over by the State on a basis 
of reasonable payment to the owners; 
that there should be continuous load- 
ing of turf; that the use of private 
petrol-driven vehicles be prohibited 
forthwith; that the turf should be 
stored in different parts of the city by 
the municipal authorities and sold by 
them; that every houseliolder holding 
more than a specified quantity of any 
fuel should turn it over to the munici- 
pality at a specified price; that the 
use of town ga in private 
vehicles be prohibited, and that the 
price be fixed at the current price in 
1939, any difference between it and the 
alleged actual cost being borne by the, 
Exchequer. A national plan to provide 
not less than six million tons of turf 
after the next cutting season, with a 
labour force from the trades unions, 
was urged, and a people’s commission 
of inquiry to make recommendations 
concerning the future conduct of the 
turf industry was advocated. 

Mr. James Larkin said that turf in 
Dublin was becoming almost as scarce 
as tea, and in a few months they would 
be faced with A cessation of gas pro- 


duction, and a curtailment of 
electricity. 
MORE CO-OPERATION 


NEEDED 


The develépment of the turf industry 
to the stage where it would carry Irish 
industry, and me to solve the un- 
employment problem, was visualised 
by Miss Louie Bennett, who said that 
they should not be critical of those 
who were struggling to meet the 
difficulties of the present winter, but 
should co-operate in the task of 
making turf a real national enterprise. 

Describing the turf policy of the 
Government as a ' hit and miss ” one, 
Mr. O'Farrell declared that no petrol 
should be allowed for private use or 
amusement, and no owner of a‘car had 
a right to ask for coupons while there 
was a possibility of people dying 
because of an insufficiency of fuel. The 
Government should have a long-term 
native fuel plan, and allow coal into 
the country only under licence, even 
after the war. Turf, he said, was cost- 
ing 30s. per ton delivered in Dublin, 
but the coal merchants, who were selling 
it at £3 per ton, refused to sell at the 
controlled price, had conspired against 
the people of Dublin with impunity. 
The people had a right to know how 
they stood in regard to fuel, and the 
tenement houses would be burned bit 
by bit in self-defence if they did not 
get fuel during the winter. 


GOVERNMENT BLAMED 


Mr. Tweedie said that if there was 
anything wrong it was the fault of 
the Government, who had no intention 
up to a few months ago of developing 
the bogs. Nothing was so certain than 
that the majority of the st in the 
city would be not merely cold, but 
would have no fuel to cook during the 
winter. Even in the matter of com- 
munity kitchens, the Government had 
no initiative. It had been suggested, 
and promptly denied, that the Govern- 
ment had a quarter of a million tons 
of turf at the East Wall, but from 
what he had seen of it a very short 
time ago, there was only 7,000 tons 
there as a result of five weeks’ collect- 
ing. Five hundred thousand tons 
would be half of Dublin’s requirements, 
but it would be lucky to get 100,000. 
There was no reason why the whole 
production and distribution of turf 
should not be in the hands of the State 
and not in the sticky claws of the coal 
merchants. He added that he saw no 
reason, either, why a _ house-to-house 
search should not be made and those 
who had gas or electricity be made to 
part with stocks of fuel for those who 
had none. 

In connection with the association of 
his name with the meeting, Mr, R. J. 
Connolly, Bray, writes that he con- 
sented to address the meeting in an 
individual capacity and not as a repre- 
sentative of Bray Parish Council, that 
he was in sympathy with any attempt 
to improve the fuel position, and that 
whatever views he would have put 
forward would have been purely 
personal. 


LIMERICK WORKERS

flying-boat to the United States 

or Canada you'll have to pay £167 
for it, single fare, which pre-war was 
around £80. 

And if you are not a diplomat or ° 
person of national imporance you 
needn’t get up early the following 
morning to go to the ajrport. In fact, 
you needn't go there at all until April, 
1942. 

The same thing applies if you want 
to travel by steamship. Very few 
people will go away for the next eight 
months. The lists are as long as that. 
Lots @f folk want to get to America 
and Canada. Many have been regis- 
tered since the beginning of the war 
with travel agencies, consulates and 
permit offices. But it’s all very diffi- 
cult. One man said to me the other 
day: “I've got all the necessary papers. 
I've got my passport and consular visa. 
I've got sponsors on the other side. 
I’ve got business to do over there. 
And I’ve got a pain just sitting around 
and waiting! 

The reason in most cases is that the 
unfortunate ‘“‘ waiters’’ are on the 
wrong list. There are three different 
lists, (1) The priority list, consistinz 
of diplomats, politicians and people of 
national importance. (2) The ‘central 
list, those who have some claim to 
importance but not enough to put 
them in the first class. And (3) the 
ordinary list, which is made up of 
you and me and the man next door. 
If you like to take the long view, 
and buy your air ticket for use next 
spring, remember that you will not be 
permitted to pay for it in Irish or 
English money here. American money 
enly is acceptable.

Is that hard to get? Yes; the 
Iiepartment of Finance controls the 
sale of American money. You will 


have to ge to your bank, and there 
fill in an application to the Depart- 
ment stating what you want and why, 
li your application is granted the De- 
partment will instruct the bank to sell 
vou the American money—four dollars 
to the pound, 

Then your troubles are over? ‘You 
can go straight away and get your 
ticket? No: you cannot. Because, 
more likely than not the bank will 
refuse to give you American currency 
and will insist on providing you instead 
with credits on some American bank. 
or whatnot So, unless the ticket 
office feels all right about that, you 
may have to start all over again under 
an assumed name and false whiskers. 
Yes, it’s very, very difficult. Another 
thing—since we must be so depress- 
ing—is that even if you sutceed in 
buying your ticket, and getting some- 
where on the Priority | ‘st, the amount 
of money you can take away with you 
is limited. £20. No more. Or, if 
you really want to bring more, for 
good enough reasons, you will have to 
make a case for it with the Depart- 
ment. They may agree with your 
reasons, or they may not. 

Finally, before these bothers reduce 
us to nervous tears, let us suppose you 
haven't. £167, and don't want to travel. 
You just want to sit at home and 
read American magazines (new ones, 
that you've never ordered before), or 
support the American luxury trade b 
sending away for its cosmetics—well, 
unless you have been receiving these 
things regularly in the past, you won't 
be able to do so now.

district gave what appears to be an 
intelligent solution to the difficulty. 


‘““When the Government introduced 


the rationing system they aflowed one 


pound of sugar a head of the popula- 


tion,” he said. At the same time, we 


were told that a person registered for 


tea would automatically qualify for 
sugar. This did not necessarily mean 


that all people registered in a shop 
for tea could get sugar there, since 


the retailer was only being supplied 


with eighty per cent. of last year’s 


consumption. It meant that only 
people who were regularly supplied 
with sugar at the shop where they fet 
tea would be registered automatically. 


Now, many people get tea and sugar 
from different dealers, and all they 
need do is to register ene’ 
with their regular sugar dealer. 
form is provided for this purpose. 

But, here again, is another difficulty. 
Lots of people hitherto divided their 


purchases of sugar between two dealers, 
or more, That cannot be done under 
the rationing system, nor ean these 
people get ail their supply from one 
dealer now. since he has only 80 per 
cent. of what he got last year, and can 
get no more.

Things are still more complicated in 


the very poor districts. Here the people 
do not buy weekly; they buy from day 


to «day, in half-pounds or even in 


quarter-pounds, twice a day. These 


people have no regular dealer, and it 
would be impossible for a dealer in such 


a district to keep track of such 


customers. just as it would be impos- 


sible for the people to name a particular 
shop as their particular dealer. They 


may nominate a dealer, but he will not 
have their ration—that is to say, he 
will not have 80 per cent. of what they 
got last year, since they did not get 
100 per cent. of their requirements last 


year from him. 


“There ure cases, too, of small 


dealers in tea and sugar who gave up 


the business, since rationing was intro< 


duced, as not being worth the trouble. 
Their customers cannot get sugar from 
any other shop, because the other shop 


will get none for them. 
“The fault," said the grocer, “is 


in the system. It would have been 
much simpler to adopt a ‘ stock 


replacement’ system. Everybody 


should have been given a card, and 
should have been allowed to take it 


wherever she or he liked. The retailer 
could have a card showing his require- 


ments, which he could show to the 


wholesaler, who, in turn, would get the 


quantity from the sugar company. 


Such a system would be much simpler. 


Everybody would get the legal ration, 
and nobody would have more than he 


required.”’

The truth of the replies furnished to 


the questionnaire must be certified by 
the shopkeeper, and there are spaces 
provided for three shopkeepers. 


Of conrse, the Department or the 


Sugar Company would say that the 
whole thing will straighten itself ot 
in time. It probably will; but, in the 
meantime, many people must go short 
of sugar, and to the very poor, who 
live to a great extent on tea and 
bread and butter—when they can cet 
them—this will be a great hardship.
